Prompted by reports to the 
health service that “significant 
increases” in infections among 
laboratory workers have occurred 
as a result of the increased per- 
sonnel required for the demands 
of modern 
showed these figures: 

In the last two decades, accord- 
ing to some 5,000 
queried so far, 
1.334 infections among trained sci-| 
entific personne!, students, animal 
caretakers, janitors and others 
working around laboratories. 

Of the total, 1.005 involved 
trained scientific personnel. 

In the total of 1,334 infected 
cases, there were 39 deaths. 

The report, prepared by Dr. 
S. Edward Sulkin and Dr. Robert 
i'M. Pike. of the University of 
Texas, did not contain a break- 
‘down, however, to show the oc- 
‘currence of such infections year 
Ybyv year.

Hiatt's report was based - on 
prison records and the word of 
ether penitentiary officials who 
recall Campos. Hiatt himself, was 
not at the penitentiary at the time 
Campos was there and never saw 
the prisoner. 

Hiatt said Campos, sentenced 
by a Federal judge in Puerto Rico 
on conviction of conspiring with 
eight others to overthrow United 
States authority in Puerto Rico, 
entered the penitentiary June 7, 
1937, and was released in 1943 
“with a little ‘good time’.” 

A retired Federal jurist in 
Greenville, S. C., former Judge 
Robert A. Cooper, who sent 
Campos to prison, said in Green- 
ville that the day Campos was 
committed to the penitentiary, 
seven men waylaid Cooper's car on 
@ San Juan street and fired a 
volley of 30 shots into it.

Assassins Bullets 
Are Commie Weapons 


The magnificent work of Secret Service 
men in shielding the President from at- 
tempted assassination has brought deserved 
commendation from all quarters. One of 
the officers, Pvt. Leslie Coffelt, died in the 
successful effort to protect his chief. 


Although three Presidents have been 
assassinated, two of the killers were fanat- 
ics and one was mentally deranged. There 
was no organized conspiracy behind them. 


In this country the President ordinarily 
has little to fear and goes about his: busi- 
ness with only a few Secret Service men 
unobtrusively protecting him. 

That has been our wavy and it is one of 
which we can be proud. The President of 
the United States, the mightiest nation in 
the world, does not ride in an armored 
car shielded from the populace by grim- 
faced guards with drawn guns. No one in 
this country in his right mind, regardless 
of how opposed to a President's policies, 
thinks of assassination as a way of elimi- 
nating him. We do our’eliminating at the 
ballot box. 


The two who attempted to kill Presi- 
dent Truman were fanatics, too. But it 
was a cold fanaticism, purposely planned 
and nurtured in an organized conspiracy 
backed by the Communists. One of the 
would-be killers bore a note signed with 
the name of Pedro Albizu Campos, head 
of the Nationalist Party in Puerto Rico. 
The Nationalist Party is strongly sup- 
ported by the Communists and received 
their help in the attempted revolt a few 
days ago. 

Protests of American Communists that 
they had nothing to do with the plot on 
the President's life came quickly, too 
quickly, it might be said. The Communist 
Party is a world organization, directed in 
detail from Moscow. 
er American Communists as such were in 
on the conspiracy. They are of the same 
ilk and the public is too well informed to 
heed their claim that the “Communist 
Party rejects assassination and all acts of 
violence and terror.” The power of the 
Politburo is founded on, and maintained 
by, assassination, terror and violence. The

So long as our nation uses the unit system to 
elect its officials, we will continue to be free 
from dictatorship. Under popular vote method, a 
few large cities could, by a few corrupt machines, 
elect the President of the United States and a 
majority of the members of Congress. But as 
these are now elected on unit basis, voters every- 
where have power. 


With large cities fast increasing in population 
at the expense of already thinly populated coun- 
ties, there is greater need for safeguarding and 
extending the county unit system than ever. 

People in large cities suffer as much under 
a corrupt dictatorship as in small counties. There- 
fore, no one can afford to gamble on our future 
by destroying the county unit system. Our county 
unit system is the finest in the nation and is 
something upon which every political faction can 
unite.

The Intellectual Lefts Take Defensive 


Special to The New York Times and The Atlanta Constitution 
There is plenty of political thunder in the land today, but the thunder on the intellectual left 


has lost something of its old fury. 


The labor unions, of course, are giving forth with loud and 


raucous cries, particularly in the Ohio and Mahoning Valleys, but the philosophical mentors of 
the New-and Fair Deals—the college professors and instructors who were so militant and eloquent 
in their support of Franklin Roosevelt—seem strangely quiet in this election, and even a little fright- 


ened. 


In the last off-year election, and even in 1948, an itinerant reporter would find on almost 


any college campus a little group of teachers full of zeal for the Democratic Party, proud of their 
support of the Roosevelt social revolution and eager to campaign for its development at the polls. 


This is still true in some areas, particularly 
on the campuses of the large Eastern universities, 
but there is a marked timidity now farther west. 
The furor on various campuses about the Com- 
munist oath: the conviction of, Alger Hiss; the 
political campaign speeches linking New Dealers 
and Communists indiscriminately; the charges of 
*Sen. Joseph McCarthy of Wisconsin against Prof. 
Owen Lattimore and Philip Jessup: the hesitation 
of prominent Democrats to defend Secretary of 
State Acheson against his critics and the general 
atmosphere of suspicion against anybody who 
ever said a good word for the Russians—all these 
things have. helped bring about a marked change 
upon the activities of the so-called intellectual 


left. 


They are much more cautious in their 
public statements and even in their private 
conversations with visiting reporters; they 
are less beld in their opiniens about the 
political and economic future of the country: 
they are not engaging in the election with 
anything like the vigor they used te shew, 
and the candidates running for office are 
similarly showing very little enthusiasm 
about trying te gain their support. 


This trend is more noticeable in California 
than anywhere else, partly because the two prin- 
cipal Democratic candidates there, Helen Gaha- 
gan Douglas for Senator and James Roosevelt 
for Governor, are under severe attack as left- 
wingers. Also, the evidence of Communist in- 
filtration in Hollywood and the tumult over the 
Communist eath at the University of California 
have brought the whole question of past politi- 
cal affiliations and present economic and foreign 
policy views very much to the fore. 


These things have undoubtedly minimized the 
support given to Mrs. Douglas and Mr. Roose- 
velt by the California intelligentsia and the well- 
heeled artists in the ‘movie capital. The latter, 
in particuler, are now-highly sensitive to the dan- 
gers of adverse publicity, and Mrs. Douglas’ ef- 
forts to wit theif support in the current cam- 
paign have certainly been a disappointment to 
her political associates. 

For example, a dimmer was arranged recently 
to help increase the Douglas campaign treas- 
ury and get prominent artists to help draw 
crowds to the Douglas rallies. Over 70 of 
Douglas’ closest associates in the Hollywood 
Los Angeles area were invited to attend. Only 
about 30 showed up, and the excuses given by the 
others were regarded by Mrs. Douglas’ campaign 
essistants as somewhat feeble. 

In defense of their comparative neutrality 


t. 


in this campaign the liberal intellectuals say 
something like this: 


“In the present atmosphere of suspicion, no 
liberal can get up and pronounce his views Avith 
any vigor without being smeared as a {¢llow- 
traveler, and without causing embarrassment to 
the candidate he supports and the institution he 
represents. 


“Too many men have been attacked in the 
last year with impunity. The defense, no matter 
how persuasive or complete, never quite catches 
up with the accusations. Therefore, participation 
in the campaign now would merely damage our 
reputations without helping the candidates we 
supported.” : 


The experience of Americans for Democratic 
Action in this campaign also illustrates the same 
eaution on the left. The support of this organi- 
zation of young intellectuals was welcomed by 
many candidates in the 1948 election. In par- 
ticularly, it was helpful to such candidates as 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, Democrat, of Min- 
nesota: Gov. Chester Bowles, of Connecticut, and 
Gov. G. Mennen Williams, Democrat of Michigan, 
among others. 


Though ADA was formed to dramatize the 
non-Communist left, it has been widely attacked 
since the 1948 election as a left-wing organiza- 
tien, with the result that in this election candi- 
dates are showing a distinct lack of enthusiasm 
for its support, and some are even repudiating it

Paris-- VW oman 
Recalling Her Past 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN 


PARIS, France—Those impatient souls who cannot 
wait for tomorrow would see France as a tired old woman 
with a weary glint of remembered splendor. The present 
looks to the past here and finds it far more comforting 


and beautiful than the imponderable future. 

They sing “Good Night, Irene” in a few bistros, there are 
Cadillacs parked conspi y in front of expensive hotels, and 
fashionable ladies walk down the Champs Elysees wearing Dior 
originals and leading sculptured poodles, but that is only a new 
coat of paint on the mellow old canvas that is this old land. 

‘A trip only 40 miles or so toward Fontainbleau takes one 
back to the Middle Ages, over medieval bridges built by the Romans, 
past old mills that ground meal for D’Artagnan and his musketeers, 
through gothic arches of trees planted by the gardeners of Francis 
I, who had an eve for beauty. 

Thick-bedied peasants bend over te gather beets. piling 
them on carts drawn by awkward oxen, while a jeep bounces 
by inceongrucusly expleding the silence of the day. Fields 
are brown and smooth, ready for Winter's mellowing, jeweled 
enly by carpets of gold and russet leaves that have fallen 
from the trees. 
Little villages. where nothing new has been added for cen- 

turies, sit quietly huddled behind gates that once were parapets. 
Artists discovered them long ago, and such painters as Corot, 
Rosseau, Rosa Bonheur have become the patron geniuses of the 
countryside. 

The town of Moret, by the slow-moving River Loing, remem- 
bers that it shielded Kings of France when nearby Burgundy was 
in arms. Its old Notre Dame was dedicated to the service of God 
in the Fourth Century by Sir Thomas Beckett, Archbishop of 
Canterbury, who ha quarreled with his king. 

At L’Auberge de la Terraces, in Moret, the patron, 
Mensteur Blanche, had prepared for our party. and his win- 
dow bore the proud sign, “English Spoken.” His midday 
meal, served in a spotiess tile-floored room, on Limoges 
china, was a masterpiece of cuisine. 

There were spiced sausages and foie gras with truffles, hot 
pastry pates, a serving of filet of sole under a delectable coat of 
browned hollandaise sauce: tiny, tender steaks with potatoes 
puffed like little pillows of air; salad, Camembert, Brie, Gruvere 
cheeses, and an apple tart served with sweet yellow cream so 
thick it had to be ladied with a spoon. The wines were Vouvray, 
Beaujolais and Volnay, 1945 ...a memorable note because that 
was an occupation year and said to heve been an especially good 
wine harvest for the beleaguered French 

The little inn was staffed only by M. Blanche, his wife and 
their daughter, who were so overcome with our praise that they 
took a handmade pottery plate from the wall and presented it to 
me as a parting gift. The cost of three meals per day, plus room 
fm a soft, down-comforted bed upstairs was quoted at 1,000 francs. 
That is less than three American dollars. 

They do not speak much of war here... neither of the 
last one nor any future one. The limousine in which our 
group has been driven by the French Office of Tourism is 
a 1938 Packard that was commandeered by General Stup- 
nagle, of dubious memory, Commanding Nazi General of 
Greater Paris during the occupation. It has vassed through 
many hands since then, but they remember it evilly for its 
one-time user. 

The French are more at ease with the wars of the Louises and 
the Napoleons than they are the threats of the Reds, who inhabit 
advertising their al- 
legiance by naming their hotels Kremlin Inn ... or Moscow Hotel. 

The Communists are hinted to be the strongest party in 
France ... probably 25 percent of the workers ... most powerful 


because they are weld organized and directed. The question is | 


whether they are loyal to France or Russia. It is a test the French 
do not wish to make. 

The drama of the Napoleons, the gold-leaf, voluptuous paint- 
ing, sculpturing and parquetry of the Renaissance that is Fontaine 
bleau Palace is a far more reassuring subject than the events of 
today's world. 

The French innkeeper, the farmer, the owner of the boucherie 
or the patisserie seems too content with his good wife, his obedient 
rosy-cheeked children, his beef stew, his bottie of cheap wine, and 
his pipe‘to be tussling in the arena of political conflict. 

The opposing ideologies of democracy and communism seem 
to go on around him, leave him unmoved. A native Frenchman 
remarked today that such impregnable stoicism would eventually 
be the undoing of the Reds here, if they tried to prevail, “just as 
it has been in Yugoslavia and will be in China.” 

Argument and debate are academic exercises. The French 
peasant is too busy living to spend his energy tilting a lance.

NOT SO VANISHING AMERICANS 


Missionary Says Indians 
Increasing 1,000 Yearly 


By YOLANDE GWIN 

The Indians, whose fame as 
the Vanishing Americans was 
earmarked for posterity by 
novelist Zane Grey, are never- 
theless increasing at the rate of 
some 1.000 a year. 

And with every sixth Indian 
a member of the Navajo tribe, 
these so-called vanishing Ameri- 
cans of some 65,000 are crowded 
into a reservation squared away 
to accommodate 30,000. 

Dr. Hugh Beil, a missionary 
with nondenominational and 
nonsectarial doctrines, told 
members of the Decatur 
Woman's Club Thursday some 
of his experiences and observa- 
tions as a worker spreading the 
gospel and preaching the Bible 
among the Navajo Indians 

“The Indians are a very re- 
ligious people,” he said, “and 
their worship even today is a 
holdover from the thinkings of 
their forefathers. They worship 
everything—s«nakes, trees, flow- 
ers, the stars. the moon and 
flowers. But they are very re- 
ceptive to the Christian way of 
life and during the past 30 
months I have had over 300 
converts.” 

“Just as an example of what

Christian teaching has done,” 
Dr. Beil said, “two of my trans- 
lators are converts, one was & 
bootiegger and the other a 
drunkard.” 

Many still live in their circu- 
lar dome windowless huts, a 
style brought by their fore- 
fathers to this country from 
Asia and Siberia. A modern 
touch has been introduced late- 
ly, however, for from the near- 
by Ordnance Depot at Belmont, 
Ariz., the Indians have bought 
much war surplus in the form 
of tents and other living ac- 
commodations.” 

The speaker also said that 
many of the Indian women 
wear American clothes off the 
reservation, but while at home 
wear their native. costume, a 
Mother Hubbard type of dress. 

A hardworking race, the In- 
dians raise cattie, operate farm 
lands, make and sell handcraft 
the famous and  beautifu! 
Navajo rugs being an example 
of this type of work. 

There are few automobiles 
among the tribe, yet trucks are 
used in their farming. And, 
said Dr. Bell, living expenses for 
a vear for an average family of 
five people, is $450.

Fashion can jolt us into brisk 
action, but the incentive to carry 
on can only come through  fre- 
sults. Slimming a half-inch off 
the hipline in a_ single week 
breaks down all _ resistance to 
calisthenics. To work this sleight- 
of~hips magic, the exercise rou- 
tine must bear directly on the 
hip-spreading muscles. 

Bat let's individualize this 
slimming program. If your 
weight is normal, or nearly se, 
the trouble is not so much 
added fat as it is loss of muscle 
tone. With precision exercise 
tone can be restored te the 
muscles beunding the hips, 
making them measurably slim- 
mer. The fashion for lean hips 
to the contrary, do not diet if 
your weight is normal.

Surgery Best Treatment 
For Stomach Ulcers 


A ne ulcer may occur either in the stomach—a 
cer—or in the duodenum, the section of the 
small bowel! into which the stomach empties. The latter

is known as duodenal ulcer. 
Pepsin is an enzyme—a chem- 
ical substance produced by the 
normal stomach which aids in 
the digestion of proteins. 
There are reasons to suspect 
that the old time doctors 
thought a deficiency of pepsin 


production by the stomach led | 


to ulcer. Pepsin was quite pop- 
ular as a “remedy” in days 
gone by, for a wide variety of 
stomach disorders. 


The cause of peptic ulcer is | 


unknown It is known, how- 
ever, that ulcer develops in the 
presence of a sustained over- 
production of hydrochloric acid. 

This acid is one of themeorma! 
secretions of the stomach. What 
causes the over-production is a 
matter which has a great many 
investigators 
and muttering into their beards 
during the day. 

The eating of almost any kind 
of food gives temporary relief. 
Smoking invariably § increases 
the distress. Most victims fare 
much better when they stop 
smoking. Many good physicians 
will not undertake the manage- 
ment of an ulcer case until the 
victim stops smoking. 

The medical consensus today 
{a that gastric ulcer—ulcer of 
the stomach aione—should be 
treated surgically. The reason 
for this is that gastric ulcer may 
be malignant. 

A duodenal ulcer rarely 
malignant, It is possible 
harbor a duodenal ulcer for 
fifty vears. No one harbors a 
gastric ulcer very long. The 
distinction between the two lo- 
cations of ulcer is the province 
of the physician, 
physigjan nor the patient 
make this distinction on

diagnosis is possible only

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The purpose of taking alkalis |

acid in the stomach, acid which | 


irritates the ulcer. Some alka- 
lis are readily absorbed from 
the digestive tract and in sus- 
tained usage create an exces- 
sive mount of alkali in the 
blood. 

While some alkalis seem 
cause a “rebound” effect, in- 
creasing the producwon of acid 
after the original neutralization, 
chalk does not appear to have 
this action. A preparation of 
aluminum, the hydroxide, has 
been in use for the past twenty 
vears as an “antacid.” The 
“neutralizing” effect of this 
preparation is very minor. 

A new-comer to the scene is 
a drug which presumably cuts 
down acid secretion by par- 
tially paralyzing certain nerves 
concerned in the function of the 
acid-producing glands of the 
stomach. This drug also may 
cause unpleasant side-effects, 
such as extreme dryness of the 


nose and throat.
